Re claim 13, line 2: Substitute "via" with -through-.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Although, the best prior art of records to Wittensoldner et al. [US 5,059,777], 

Coleman et al. [US 5,834,750], and Reynolds et al. [US 6,286,762] teaches a detector 
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in order to determine power supply. However, Wittensoldner et al., Coleman et al., and 
Reynolds et al. taken alone or in combination of other references thereof, fails to 
particularly teach that sensing power delivered to the scan engine component using the 
power detector and reducing power delivered to a portion of the interface component 
according to the sensed power delivered to the scan engine component as set forth in 
the claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
